26.— Between 700 
and 800 men were lost today when 
the British battleship Bulwark was 
blown up in the Medway river, off 
Sheerness, 
only 
thirty-five 
miles 
from. London. 
In 
announcing 
the 
disaster in the house of 
coriimons 
Winston Churchill, first lord of the 
admiralty, said only 12 of the crew 
of 700 or 800 men had been saved. 


Churchill announced that the Bul­ 
wark was blown up 
at 
7 :53 
this 
morning. 
Vice-admirals 
and 
rear 
admirals wertt present, he said, and 
reported they were 
convinced 
the 


d i s a s t e r w a s dup to an internal ex­ 
plosion. 


“They reported,’* said 
Churchill, 
“ that the explosion rent 
the ship 
asunoer. 
There was apparently no 
upheaval of water. 
When the smoke 
cleared away I ho Bulwark had en­ 
tirely} disappeared.” 


It was 
reported 
this 
afternoon 
that two German 
submarines 
had 
been located and hemmed in in the 
basin near where the battleship Bul­ 
wark was sunk. 


The Bulwark, a 
fifteen-year-old 
battleship, was lying in the Medway 
river. 
Her normal 
compliment is 
750 men, but being equipped for war 
service, it is believed her erewj may 
have numbered as many as 800 men. 


Practically all of the men were on 
hoard when the explosion 
occurred 


R e p o r ts of the Bulwark having been 
destroyed were in circulation n Lon­ 
don throughout th e morning but the 
news was withheld pending official 
announcement by the admiralty. 
The Bulwark was separated from 
the waters of the Thames only by a 
narrow strip of land which extends 
out into the channel where the Med­ 
way and the Thames join forming 
the S h e e r n e s s harbor and Medway 
basin. 
So terrific was the explosion 
that buildings 
in 
Sheerness 
were 
shaken on their foundations. 
The concussion was felt on 
both 
sides of the 
Thames. 
There 
were 
several other ships near the 
Bul­ 
wark hut the suddeness of the explo­ 
sion and the rapidity with which it 
sank precluded all opportunity of 


saving live-.. 
One survivor taken from the w a­ 
ter was terribly mutilated. 
Burned, torn corpses was all that 
was left after the explosion to show 
where, the once mighty warship had 
stood. 
She was ripped in two, her 
heavy steel arm or blown off and her 
vitals torn out. 
It is obvious th at 
she was completely demolished be­ 
low the water, line because she was 
at the bottom within three minutes 
after the explosion. 
If the report that two submarines 
had been found near the wreck prov­ 
ed true the Germans will have su r­ 
passed all of their previous feats of 
daring on the sea. 
The nearest a 
submarine had been to London here­ 
tofore was off Dover, 
sixty 
miles 
aw.av.

law.

county was ordered to appear with 
Clogston at 3 o’clock this afternoon. •

offense 
was 
tiiat he published a story with the 
following headlines:

during the past month to the farm ers 
and stock raisers placed hides and 
corn on the free list and almost im­ 
mediately importations of corn and 
hides from^Argentina where this dis­ 
ease is a common scourge 
liegun. 
As early a s last March the 
Daily 
Live Stock World of Chicago, atrad e 
authority, predicted under the head 
of “A Menace of Disease’* an epid­ 
emic of the foot and mouth disease 
in the following words: 
“ Fear exists in live 
stock circles 
that foot and mouth disease, which 
is rampant in Argentina, will be in­ 
troduced by importation 
of 
grain 
and hides from that country. 
An­ 
nouncement that a carload of Argen­ 
tine corn was due at Chicago caused 
consternation. 
This disease is of in­ 
sidious nature and its prevalence in 
Great Britain i- due to imports of 
foreign fooc 1 stuffs. 
Less than ten 
years ago the United States govern­ 
ment spent $5.000,000 in s u p p r e s s ­ 
ing an outbreak th at was directly 
traced to a consignment of South 
American hides.

oats are being used in large quanti­ 
ties in the southern states and the 
trade would be surprised to hear ot

The day before Thank s­ 
giving iast year forty licenses were 
issued and this year there were only 
ten hunters who took on licenses on 
the corresponding day. 
Not a feather, not a tail, can be 
found in the local mark et. 
Further­ 
more they can not be found in tlie 
refrigerators of local sportsmen. The 
foot and mouth disease put the hunt­ 
er out 
business in a hurry. 
His 
gun grow- rusty in its rack and bis 
dog waxes fat and lazy in the back ­ 
yard. 
Ordinarily, there are a few homes 
in Rushville that have an occasional 
mess of quail at this season. 
They 
are putting up with pork and heel, 
tlu* same as the common run of folk s 
this year. 
They are not even getting 
to indulge 
themselves

rabbit. 
Quail and rabbit are the only game 
left in Rush county and right now 
the festive huntsman is forbidden to 
fare forth in search of them. 
There was a time, and not so many 
years ago, when the ap p roach 
of 
Thank sgiving saw the 
strings

quail hanging in front of every groc­ 
ery store and every meat mark et in 
Rushville. 
And rabbits-— they were 
so plentiful that one could get all he 
could carry home at ten cents ahead. 
But, 
alas, both

Bunny have grown 
scarce.

good old days arc gone. 
There was 
a time 
when 
Rush 
county was 
a hunter’s 
p aradise. 
Deer, wild

The 
early-day 
sp oilsman

bothered with 
such small stuff as quail and rabbit. 
The forest supplied the meat for ev- 
erv familv.
